And in the interests of national 
defense, the oil industry is main­ 
taining a reserve of a 
million- 
barrel-a-day capacity from which 
it gets only carrying costs, no 
revenue. 
Earnings statements of oil com­ 
panies show that profits for the 
first half of 1953 are running be­ 
ld those of a year ago—a trend 
Itrary to that in many other 
industries.

N EW YORK UT) — The twilight 
war in Korea has come to a twi­ 
light truce. 
The guns grumbled into silence, 
like the distant muttering of thun­ 
der in a darkening sky. After 37 
months of sound and fury, the 
“ Land of the Morning Calm” is 
| quiet. 
The worn soldiers on both sides 
have handed the Korean problem 
over to the diplomats, something 
they have wanted to do for more 
than two years. For to the fight­ 
ing men the action of Korea was 
less of a war than 
an endless 
game of checkers played with 
bomb and bullet. 
And now the world stands like 
a troubled child looking dowD a 
lonely road winding through a 
dusky forest — and 
wondering 
where the road will lead him. 
He knows the terror behind him, 
but he survived it. 
Does more 
peril or peace lie ahead? 
Peace? What is it? They don’t 
even dare use that word in cross 
word puzzles anymore, because 
nobody any longer is sure just 
what it is. 
Nothing is quite as black or 
white as it used to be. We live in 
a gray time, where one thing 
merges inconclusively into an­ 
other thing. You don’t know when 
war 
ends, 
because 
you don’t 
know when peace begins. 
And that is the point upon 
which the world teeter-totters to­ 
day. Both sides insist they went 
to war to preserve 
peace — a 
peace that (to show how gray 
even language has become) was 
known as “ the cold war.” 
Now we are in another shade 
of gray that could best be term­ 
ed “ the hot truce.” The human 
race is like Alice in Wonderland, 
but strolling along with an arm­ 
load of hand grenades instead of 
pausing to pick daisies. 
America will pick no daisies in 
Korea. It will probably pick up a 
multi - billion dollar prehabiljta- 
tion bill eventually. Thaf is the 
new theory of warfare. First you 
blow up a country. Then if you 
end up financially solvent, you 
repair it. 
Few bells pealed here at the 
announcement of the truce sign­ 
ing. Joy was well confined. The 
feelings seemed to range from 
quiet thankfulness in the homes 
of soldiers to a wry dissatisfac­ 
tion in the breasts of the fire-eat- 


bomb 
ing “ let's-use-the - atom 
advocates.” 
The armistice of 1953 stirred 


none of the jubilation of the 
armistice of 1918 or the surrend­ 
ers of 1945, But there is no rea­ 
son why it should. In the first 
and second world wars our men 
fought in hatred and broke the 
power of the symbols of that hat­ 
red—the Kaiser and Adolf Hitler. 
But they went to war in Korea 
regretfully. They fought 
for 
a 
principle rather than against a 
symbol. They haven’t broken the 
back of communism, 
but 
they 
have made it 
retreat 
into its 
backyard—and kept it there. 
No one can tell today whether 
the truce is only 
a 
breathing 
spell, or marks the slow- with­ 
drawal of the trial wave of com­ 
munism. It is hard to tell ex­ 
actly the turning of a tide in hu­ 
man affairs. 
But Korea marked the success­ 
ful effort of one group of people 
to keep their system intact from 
another group of people trying to 
extend their system 
by 
force 
Communism 
certainly * got 
a 
blacker 
eye 
than 
Democracy 
from this bitter experience. 
At the worst the free world has 
gained from these three years 
time to get ready. At the best it 
may have brought closer to real­ 
ization mankind s oldest dream_ 
a warm and lasting 
peace, a 
world linked in friendship instead 
of locked in hatred. 
And as a nation perhaps we 
have learned one thing more. In 
world politics, when you pick up 
the policeman’s club — well, it 
isn t easy to put it down again, 
turn in your badge 
and retire 
from the force.

F O R VACATION CLIMBERS 


VACATIONERS IN MOUNTAIN areas 


who are tempted to test their stamina 


against the rugged peaks around them 


would do well to ponder the experiences of 


likeminded persons as recorded in recent 


news. 


High places present an unending c h a l ­ 


lenge to humankind. The conquest of Mt. 


Everest in late May was a demonstration 


of the persistence of m an ’s response to 


that challenge. Many others undoubtedly 


will attempt to repeat the feat of the New 


Zealand beekeeper and the N e p a l e s e 
tribesman who made the top of the world, 
as climbers will continue without end to pit 
them selves against lesser peaks in every 
clime. 
But the conquest of Everest, like other 
similar successes, w as due to careful prep­ 
aration and assessm ent of the require­ 
m ents. There are rules to be observed in 
climbing any eminence. The Alpine climb­ 
er who was rescued after 70 terror-strick­ 
en hours on what the Swiss refer to as 
M adman's Peak found this out. The score 
■who lost their lives in treacherous Alpine 
passes learned it too late. 
It seem s that in Switzerland the cost of 
mountain climbing has been mounting with 
the climbers. This has led many am ateurs 
to dispense with the services of experienc­ 
ed guides. The results often are tragic. 
There can be unpleasant results also for 
those who cannot resist the challenge of 
the mountains surrounding their vacation 
spot in this country, unless they take prop­ 
er precautions. City folk can easily lose 
their way in unmarked woods. A sprained 
ankle in a remote place can make for pain­ 
ful hours of helplessness. It can spoil 
a 
whole vacation. 


TAXES TAKE ALL 
THAT WAS AN ILLUMINATING dis­ 
patch from California which revealed that 
Bing Crosby, who has the highest incom e 
in Hollywood, was compelled to offer his 
real estate, horses, etc., Tor sale to pay in­ 
heritance taxes following the death of his 
wife. Under California laws, one-half of 
his wealth w as presumed to have belonged 
to his wife and he was taxed accordingly. 
California also has a three per cent sales 
tax and a state income tax. 
State taxes have becom e increasingly 
burdensom e under the aegis of state ad­ 
m inistrations which are determined to do 
this and that for the “peepul.” Crosby is 
holding on to his Nevada ranch. Nevada 
and Nebraska have the lowest taxes of any 
states w est of the Mississippi.

At any 


rate, in a quiet, unobtrusive manner

has been fighting Communism among the 


I Negroes, undoing the evils he had former- 


, Iv wrought. This he has been doing with­ 


out personal benefit. 


The basis of Communist activity among 


the Negroes is racism . While the Com m u­ 


nists preach loudly that they oppose rac­ 


ism, actually their work achieves apl ac­ 
centuation on race, an over-emphasis of 
what has, in the past 20 years in this coun­ 
try, com e to be known as minority prob­ 
lem s. Search the literature, say, in t h e 
years between 1900 and 1930 for the word, 
minority, as applying to American citi­ 
zens and it will rarely be found. 
It is a continental European concept, em ­ 
phasized during World* War I and recog­ 
nized in W o o d r o w Wilson’s Fourteen 
Points. Since 1930, that word has becom e 
com m on parlance and many A m ericans 
actually believe that they belong to a m i­ 
nority. 
Now that Max Yergan is definitely on 
the Am erican side of the fence, he f i n d s 
him self in a fiery conflict with the National 
Association for the Advancement of Col­ 
ored People, which is the Negro defense or­ 
ganization in this country, fighting racial 
discrimination 
w i t h 
considerable 
ve­ 
hem ence. Its guiding s p i r i t is Walter 


I White. 
All so-called defense organizations soon­ 
er or later becom e so hipped on 
racial 
problems that they create racial antagon- 
i ism s, unwittingly, it is true, by their very 
I existence. W hereas they seek social jus­ 
tice, they actually only too often stim ulate 
antagonism s which defeat the ends t h e y 
seek. 
Max Yergan stated this idea in the 
course of his controversy with the NAACP: 
“ . . .the m ajority opinion of the 
coun­ 
try has for over three quarters of a cen­ 
tury supported the theory of full citizen­ 
ship for all. The idea is embodied in the 
Constitution and though slow, at tim es, to 
find fullest expression, it is now, 
w i t h 
! sweeping 
rapidity, 
being 
expressed 
at 
most levels of our country’s life. It is not 
1 too much to say that public policy in the 
i United States is today based on the the­ 
ory and practice o f first class citizenship 
for all its citizens. I do not say that that 
goal has been reached. But 
what is of 
highest importance 
is that 
America 
is 
committed to that principle and that is the 
I direction in which w e are rapidly travel* 
j ing.”

THOUGH tuberculosis has been 
present under m any names ever 
since medical history was first 
recorded, it was about one h u n ­ 
dred years ago th a t the death rate 
from it was a t its height. Slum 
conditions In m ost countries were 
mainly responsible for this d e­ 
velopment, though its effect was 
not limited to those who lived 
In th e c ro w d e d , u n d e s ira b le 
neighborhoods. Elizabeth B arrett 
Browning, Chopin and Robert 
Louis Stevenson were am ong the 
m any who fell victim to the 
"W hite Plague.” 
W ith the im provem ent in living 
conditions, th e rate of tubercu­ 
losis has decreased, though it is 
estim ated th a t it still claims five 
to six million lives a year th ro u g h ­ 
out th e world. It ranks as a lead­ 
ing h ealth problem in m any parts 
of th e world, especially in Asia 
and Latin America. 


Lungs Com m on Site 
Most tuberculosis infections, as 
found in th e United States, a f ­ 
fect th e lungs, alth ou gh the dis­ 
ease m ay affect th e intestines, 
kidneys, nervous system, bones or 
Dther body organs. Lung infec­ 
tions are m ost commonly spread 
from one person to ano th er by 
m eans of coughed-up phlegm. 
Mass X -ray studies of the popu­ 
lation have brought out m any 
hidden cases of tuberculosis and 
have enabled arresting of the 
disease to be effected because of 
early detection. 
Up until 1946, m ethods of tre a t­ 
ing tuberculosis depended pri­ 
marily upon the individual’s own 
power of recovery. As useful as 
bed rest an d lung collapse are in 
treating tuberculosis, these m eth ­ 
ods depend prim arily upon the 
I Copyright, 1951'.

p a tie n t’s body's own attem pts to 
h a lt th e disease. 
May Cause Side Effects 
In 1944, an antibiotic known as 
streptom ycin was discovered. This 
was th e first drug th a t was ef­ 
fective in fighting the germ c au s­ 
ing tuberculosis. However effec­ 
tive against the disease, it m ay 
cause disabling symptoms if used 
for too long a period of time or ’n 
too g re a t amounts. It can cause 
p e rm a n e n t damage to the eighth 
or hearing nerve and m ay also 
cause th e patient to have diffi­ 
culty in maintaining his balance 
an d coordination. 
Some of the disadvantages of 
using streptomycin have more 
or less been solved by com bining 
it w ith other drugs. One th a t h as 
been used for many years is p a ra - 
aminosalicylic acid, or as it is 
more commonly known, PAS. 
New Synthetic Drug 
Recently, a new synthetic drug 
know n as isoniazid has been de­ 
veloped which has proven to be 
very helpful in tuberculosis w hen 
used with streptomycin. Isoniazid 
is m ade from niacin, a p a rt of the 
vitam in B complex. 
It is believed th a t the combined 
use of these drugs m ay be h e lp ­ 
ful in presenting a new a tta c k 
against the tuberculosis germ, 
and perhaps really help conquer a 
killer th a t has reigned m ore or 
less steadily over the h ealth of 
the world for entirely too long a 
time. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
S. T.: I have psoriasis of the 
nails th a t has not been helped by 
any type of treatm ent.

Business Is Loved In Cuba 


HAVANA (A**—A half million dol­ 
lars raised to elect a president 
isn’t of much use when a dictator 
seizes the government and calls off 
the election. 
That s how Senora Martha Fer­ 
nandez Miranda de Batista got into 
the charity business. 
Gen. Fulgencio Batista took over 
as Cuba’s head man in March 1952. 
A few days later, newspapers re­ 
ported that a delegation of con­ 
tractors had delivered $500,000 Jo 
the Presidential Palace. They said 
the money had been collected as 
a “good will contribution” in the 
election once set for June 1952. 
No election. So would the Presi 
dent’s wife like to use it for char­ 
ity She would. 
Today even those who criticize 
the dictator regime of her husband 
are profuse in praise of her. She 
is the administration’s No. I good 
will ambassador. Batista is rarely 
seen in public, apparently as 
pro­ 
tection against an assassination at­ 
tempt. 
But she goes everywhere, like 
Eleanor Roosevelt or the late Eva 
Peron. 
A hospital orderly, dashing from 
one bed to another in a public hos­ 
pital one day answering pleas of 
patients for attention, looked up 
and saw the First Lady of Cuba 
in the ward. 
“ As I live and breathe,’’ he mut­ 
tered, “and for the love of the 
Lord, it’s the President’s wife.” 
The First Lady’s expenditures al­ 
ready have gone far beyond ^he 
original half million dollars. Gov­ 
ernment officials, business houses 
and wealthy and poor Cubans all 
contribute. So far as is known, no 
government pressure is put on any­ 
body

NEW YORK UD — The twilight 
war in Korea has come to a twi­ 
light truce. 
The guns grumbled into silence, 
like the distant muttering of thun­ 
der in a darkening sky. After 37 
months of sound and fury, the 
“ Land of the Morning Calm” is 
quiet. 
The worn soldiers on both sides 
have handed the Korean problem 
over to the diplomats, something 
they have wanted to do for more 
than two years. For to the fight­ 
ing men the action of Korea was 
less of a war than 
an 
endless 
gam e of 
checkers 
played with 
bomb and bullet. 
And now the world stands like 
a troubled child looking down a 
lonely road winding through a 
dusky 
forest — and 
wondering 
where the road will 
lead him. 
He knows the terror behind him, 
but he survived it. 
Does 
more 
peril or peace lie ahead? 
Peace? What is it? They don’t 
even dare use that word in cross 
word puzzles anymore, because 
nobody any longer is sure just 
w-hat it is. 
Nothing is quite as black or 
white as it used to be. We live in 
a gray time, 
where 
one 
thing 
merges 
inconclusively 
into an­ 
other thing. You don’t know- when 
war 
ends, 
because 
you don’t 
know when peace begins. 
And 
that 
is 
the 
point upon 
which the world teeter-totters to­ 
day. Both sides insist they went 
to war to 
preserve 
peace — a 
peace that (to show how gray 
even language has become) was 
known as “ the cold w ar.’’ 
Now we are in another shade 
of gray that could best be term 
ed “ the hot truce.” The human 
race is like Alice in Wonderland, 
but strolling along with an arm ­ 
load of hand grenades instead of 
pausing to pick daisies. 
America will pick no daisies in 
Korea. It will probably pick up a 
multi - billion dollar prehabilita- 
tion bill eventually, Tha* is the 
new' theory of warfare. First you 
blow up a country. Then if you 
end up financially solvent, you 
repair it. 
Few bells pealed here at the 
announcement of the truce sign­ 
ing. Joy w'as well confined. The 
feelings seem ed to range from 
quiet thankfulness in the homes 
of soldiers to a wry dissatisfac­ 
tion in the breasts of the fire-eat-

Profits could be boosted an extra 
$1,000 per year on the average 160- 
acre farm by the adoption of con­ 
servation farming practices, 
ac 
cording to University of Illinois ag- 
ricultu/al economists. 
Farms with lertility building 
programs made $6.26 more net 
income per acre than those with 
no conservation plan, economists I 
report. That was a difference of 
about $1,000 a year for the IOO- I 
acre farm. The economists base 
their statement on research car- 
Tied on by the ti. S. Department 
of Agriculture and various state 
agricultural experiment stations. 
Conservation costs ranged from 
$20 to $50 an acre on Illinois farms 
studied About 75 per cent of this 
outlay represented investments in 
lime and fertilizer. 
Major conservation practices in­ 
cluded contour cultivation and the 
use of lime and commercial ferti­ 
lizer. Other measures that h e l p 
keep fertility at home and save soil 
and water included grass 
water- j 
ways, strip-cropping and terracing. 
• • * 
THE ILLINOIS economists sum 
up the benefits of conservation 
farming this way: 
“Conservation helps to increase 
production and profits and makes 
for better farm living. P r o f i t s 
from growing corn and all other 
crops are directly related to yields. 
Increased yields are particularly 
important if prices of farm prod­ 
ucts decline and production costs 
remain relatively fixed. 
“The key to increased farm pro­ 
duction, greater profits and better 
family living is the wide-spread 
adoption of sound land-use 
p r o ­ 
grams, soil and water erosion con­ 
trol practices, more intensive use 
of adapted fertilizers and efficient­ 
ly handled livestock.” 
Experts point out that the man 
who buys steers to utilize roughage 
and pasture will get more for his 
feed and labor if he: (I) sticks to 
calves; (2) buys them thin; 
(3) 
Winter feeds to get no more than 
1.5 pounds of gain a day.

EXPERIENCE last Winter with 
148 calves emphasizes the im por-1 
lance of buying thin feeders. The 
calves, from a drouth area in the 
southwest, were thrifty but t h i n 
enough to gain well on a ration of 
silage and hay.
